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Presidential Address 

OF 

The Hon’ble Mf. A. W. Sothara, C.S.I., C.I.E., I.C.S. 


Geotlemen, 

I desire to take this opportunity of thanking you for the 
lioaoiii* you have done me in making me your President for the 
year which is just closing. I am but too conscious of my 
inability to fill adequately a post with which the names of so 
many eminent numismatists have been associated ; but I took 
my election as proceeding from the desire of the Society to 
encourage the most humble numismatical work from the more 
remote provinces of India, and considering that it would be 
churlish of me to refuse such an offer I gratefully accepted the 
post. It is a matter of the greatest regret to me that the 
remoteness of Assam, combined with the preoccupations which 
beset a Finance Member as the budget season draws on, has 
made it impossible for me to attend your annual meeting in 
person. 

The coinage of north-easteim India is the only branch of 
your subject with which I can claim more than a very general 
and superficial acquaintance, and a brief description of it may 
be of interest to you. The series of coins issued by the Ahom, 
Koch, Kaehari and Jaintia dynasties of Assam are closely 
related to one another and were all modelled on the issues of 
the Husaini Sultans of Bengal. 

The Ahoms invaded the Brahmaputra Valley from their 
former home in the Shan States in the thirteenth century, and 
when their first coin was struck in 1544 their power was firmly 
established in the upper part of the Valley. In 1533 they had, 
after some reverses, finally repulsed a formidable Muhammadan 
invasion from Bengal In 1536 they had captured Dimapur, 
the capital of the Kaehari kingdom which had long dominated 
the central part of the Valley, and had driven the Kaehari 
king to take refuge in what are now known as the North. 
Oachar Hills. As Mr. Stapleton has shown in his “ Contribu- 
tiohs to the History and Ethnography of North-Eastern India ”, 
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appeared in the Joiirnai of the Asiatic Society of Bengal 
ill the coin wliich the Ahern King Siiklengmuiig iseiiec! 
in J544 was closely modelled in weighty size and general 
appearance on one of Nasrat Shah’s coins or on a similar coin 
issned by Nasrat Shah’s brother Ghiyasuddin Mahmud, It 
differed, however, from the model in being octagonal instead 
of circular, and its inscription was in the Ahoni language and 
script, .All the subsequent A horn coins followed the same 
model, but the Sanskrit language and the Assamese charaeter 
soon replaced the Alioiii language and script in ■ the inscription 
except in the case of a few coins issued on ceremonial occasions 
which retained the A horn inscription. The Ahom dynasty was 
fortunate in obtaining a clear cut and well executed model for 
its coinage. It retained the same model throughout and it 
succeeded in maintaining a remarkably higli standard of execii- 
tion aln.iost to the end. After Suklenginung’s coin there is a 
curious gap of over a century before the next coin appears. The 
next coin known to have been issued is dated 1648 (1570 Saka). 
It is curious also that the 1648 coin bears the title only, and 
not the name, of the issuing king Jayadhvaja Sim ha. A simi- 
lar practice which was followed in the case of the Jaintia coins, 
to be described later, is attributed to a stipulation imposed on 
the Jaintia rulers after their defeat by the Koches ; and the 
long gap in the coinage, followed by a coin on which the issu- 
ing king did not place his name, makes one wonder, whether 
the Ahom kings were as independent during this period -as 
their own annals make out. At any rate there was no question 
as to the Ahom king’s claim to full and independent sovereignty 
after the disastrous retreat of Mir Jumlah and his Moghul army 
during Jayadhvaja’s reign, and from the time of Jayadhvaja’s 
successor the king’s name appears on the coins. An annual 
issue of coins was introduced in 1696, and was continued 'with 
some rinterriiptio.iis until 1821. ■, Previously the Ahom coins, 
like all those of., the other Assam dynasties,' bore ' only', „tbe 
date of accession of .the issuing king.' - ' The '.traditional connec- 
tion,,, howeveri' between coinage and .the ceremony of accession 
was not entirely lost, as. some at any rate of the later'' kings, 
whos©^ coins, ordinarily bore' a 'Sanskrit inscriptioni issued e 
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special coin in the old Abom language to mark the year of their 
accession. In addition to the Sanskrit inscription (in the 
Assamese character) which beesaie a normal feature of the 
coins and the Ahom one which came to be reserved for eere- 
inonial issues, there were also a few “ freak ” issues with 
Persian and Hindi inscriptions all equally well executed. 

The series of Koch coins begins with Nara Narayana’s coin 
of 1555 (14?'7 Saka). The Koch kingdom was established by 
Nara Narayana’s father on the ruins of the earlier kingdom of 
Kamatapur, which had ruled in Lower Assam and the adjacent 
parts of Northern Bengal until it was destroyed by Nasrat 
Shah’s father Husain Shah in 1498. It will be remembered 
that on one of his coins Husain Shah describes himself as the 
conqueror of Kamrup and Kamata. The coinage instituted by 
Nara Narayana was clearly modelled on another of Husain 
Shah’s coins, and Mr. Stapleton, in the article already referred 
to, suggests that this points to Nara Narayana’s father having 
been a tributary of Husain Shah and his successors, and that 
Nara Narayana’s issue of coins may be accounted for by the 
fact that the Husaini dynasty came to an end just before Nara 
Narayana came to the throne. The success of Nara Narayana’s 
arms, however, under the able leadership of his brother Ohilarai 
against the Ahoms, Kacharis, Jaintias and other local powers, 
was in itself sufficient to account for the assumption of indepen- 
dent sovereignty involved in the issue of his own coinage. Nara 
Narayana’s coin, which was closely followed by later Koch 
rulers, bore like most of the Ahom coins an inscription in the 
Sanskrit language and the Assamese character. 

The lettering was archaic, not to say crude, as compared 
with that on the Ahom coins. On Nara Narayana’s death the 
kingdom was divided between his son, Lakshmi Narayan and 
Chilarai’s son Raghudeb, both of whom issued coins. The 
Eastern Kingdom which fell to Raghudeb was before long 
absorbed in the Ahom kingdom, and its coinage was confined to 
the now rare issues of Raghudeb himself and bis son Parikshit. 
The Western Kingdom under Lakshmi Narayana became 
tributary to the Moghul Emperor and was thenceforward allowed 
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only to issue half coins. ''ri.iese half coins, ^vhicli became known 
as “ Narayani rupees”, were struck from full dies, or at any 
rate from dies coo si cl era bij?' larger than the half coins, with the 
result that the inscriptions are fragmentary. They were issiieci 
bj? Lakshini Nara35^aii and his successors dowm to the beginning 
of the nineteenth century. The British Museum possesses three 
foil coins of Prasia Narayana (1633-1666), which bear the year 
of Prana Narayanans accession, though they were probably 
issued when Prana Narayana was in temporary revolt from the 
Moghuls about 1658. 

The Kacharis were the dominant power in the central part 
of the Brahmaputra Valley' until their capital Dimapur was 
captured by the Ahorns in 1536. Thej^^ then established a ncnv 
capital in the North Gaehar Hills, and succeeded in maintaining 
there some degree of independence. The only dated coin which 
has been recorded is a rupee of Jaso Narayana Deba, of the 
year 1505 Saka or !583 A.D, Undated quarter rupees of 
Satrudamao alias Pratapa Nareyana, wdio is known to have been 
reigning in 1606 A, D , and a quarter rupee of a later king 
known to have been reigning in 1706, are also known. Jaso 
Narayana’s rupee is an abnormally broad and thin piece, in 
this respect recalling a similarly dimensioned coin of Husain 
Shah of Bengal. All the Kachari coins known bear inscriptions 
in the Sanskrit language and the Bengali script. The Jaintia 
kings ruled over the hill tract now known as the Jaintia Hills 
and inhabited by Syntengs (a branch of the Khasis), and the 
adjacent Jaintia Pargaiias in the Surma Valley. Their earliest 
recorded coin is dated 1591 Saka or 1669 A.D., but whether 
this was the first coin issued is not known. When the Koch 
general' Ghilarai defeated them "in the sixteenth century,, he is 
said to have stipulated that they should refrain from issuing 
coins ill their own names. Certainly to the end of the dynasty 
the rupees of the Jaintia kings bore only their title- Jayanta- 
pura-Purandara ’k without their names. It- is triie;-that the;king^s 
names are found on' quarter rupees, but the -issue' of fractional 
coins did not involve the assumption'of independent sovereignty 
as did 'that: of fuH coins. " The Jaintia coins generally' resemble 
the Koch coins, 'though the script employed is- less archaic. 
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As the coins of .h-isam dynasties were based on Miihaii> 
madan models^ both sides were covered by the inscriptioHj and 
no pictorial representations appeared except such insignificant 
ones as could be introduced in the, margin without interference 
with til© inscription. Even the inscriptions are adaptations 
of those 021 Muhammadan coins, since in addition to the name 
and title (or in some cases the title only) of the king, they 
include a profession of, his devotion to his favourite deity.. The 
form of the Sanskrit inscriptions appears to have been derived 
from the coins of the Hindu kings of Bengal, Daoujamarddaiia 
and, Mahendra Deba, the mysterious issue of which from the 
Bengal mints early in the fifteenth century has been ingeniously 
explained by Mr. N. K. Bhattasali in his pamphlet on the coins 
and ethnology of the early independent sultans of Bengal. The 
inscription on Daoujamarddana*s coins, viz., 

Obv, Sri Sri Danujamarddana Dehasya 
Rev. Sri Chandi GImrana parayarm, 
may be compared with that on the earliest Ahom coin in 
Sanskrit, that of Jayadhvaja, 

Obv, Sri Sri Svarga Narayana Deva&ya Saka 1570»

or with that on one of the Kachari coins of Jaso Narayana

The Koch kings adopted a more ornate form. Compare Nara 
Narayanans coin

The form was still further amplified on the later Ahom coins, 
but essentially the inscriptions on the coins of all the Assam 
dynasties followed the lines ,, of those on Damijamarddaoans 
coins.'
